According to _ Pauline Tsui，Execu- 
tive Director of OCAW，"(OCA'S) 
point of view is that the women of- 
OCA are women in OCAW.， But 
OUIT name is OCAW." 

Tsui Says，"We have to work it 
out,.”

According to Cho，"We encourage 
individuals to form new groups，but 
we Own the words“'“OCA'. . .

Until recently，Asian Americans and 
American politics have been, well estranged 
bedfellows. 

But there are indications the growing 
Asian American population realizes that 
political Power is essential in this complex 
SOCiety. 

The Asian American political con- 
science is still somewhere in the toddler 
stage of development. Butthats a lot better 
than being nonexistent，as it was not too 
long ago. 

Exclusion based on racism was a Prime 
reason for a lack of Asian American Par- 
ticipation in the American political proc- 
ess，but a contributing factor has to be the 
lack of democratic traditions among Our 
Asian forebears， 

Nonetheless，this nascent phenorme- 
non allows me an opportunity to make 
Some random observations: 

性 Some wealthy Asian Americans are 
seen as patsies by politicians seeking money 
for their campaigns. Thats because these 
Asian Americans generously contribute to 
political campaigns，but ask for nothing in 
return . 

Frankly，I fmnd this generosity to be 
naive at best，stupid at worst， Why give 
money 让 you dont want to influence the 
politician to whom yove contributed 
And whyarethe Asian American contribu- 
tors So shy about asking for favors? 

国 Bloc voting 一 the act of a grouP vot- 
ing as one 一 might be expected to be a 
likely outcome of a growing Asian Ameri- 
can political consciousness。 Bloc voting is 
how any special-interest grouPp exercises

power As a rule，black Americans have 
used bloc voting to their advantage and to 
the advantage of the Democratic Party. 

But bloc voting hasn'tbeen afactorfor 
Asian American politicians because Asian 
Amefrican voters haven't been numerous 
enough to make any difference at most any 
governmental level. And it wom't be a fac- 
tor even when Asian American voter num- 
bers increase，as they undoubtedly will in 
the future. 

Thats because the Asian American 
population is incredibly diverse，ranging 
from fourth-generation Japanese Americans 
to newly arrived Cambodian and Laotian 
refugees， And the motivation for seeking 
political power is just as varied. 

Coalitions among Asian groups are 
common，but my gut feeling is that for the 


，foreseeable future the diversity among us is 


too great to mount a unifed and powerful 
force. 

国 With the_ exception of Hawaii-bred 
politicians, Asian American politicians of 
national stature arereally oddballs. By that， 
I mean that they haven't needed to be 
“ethnic”to win. Indeed，they've probably 
gotten elected despite their ethnicity- 

Yet any Smart Asian American politi- 


cian pays requisite lip service to 一 some 
even woik actively for 一 causes important 
to the general Asian American population， 


because thats orily politic. The exception ， 


to this rule was former US Senator S.- 工 
Hayakawa，who was probably loved more 
by white Americans than yellow Ameri- 
cans for his peculiar and iconoclastic brand 
of conservative philosophy. 

国 In many ways，Asian American poli- 
tics still reflects political differences linked 
to _ tangled roots oveiseas. San Francisco 
Chinatowns Byzantine politics must be 
understood. In Part in light of the politics 
of China: Who rules Chinay The commu- 
nists of Beijing orthe nationalists of Taipei7 

Politics amongVietnamese Americans 
is even more pronounced，with conserva- 
tive elements dominating. Political labels 
are always tricky，but by conservative，T 


mean anti-communistVietnamese who came 


to America after the commumnists took over 
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SouthVietnam.Vietnamese Americans tend 
to favor the Republican party because they 
view Republicans as intensely more amnti- 
communist than Democrats，

”POWERFUL LURE 


But the huge market in China， 
accessible ports and new economic 
reforms _ still are 3 powerful lure 
for US firms。And China insists 
that the welcome mat is still out. 

China's 'Special Economic Zones 
OI SEZs are allowing foreign inves- 
tors to operate with less government 
interference. 


For example，Tianjin Province is 
planning 3a one-stop service center 
with the authority to administer all 
foreign investment procedures. 

The Pport city of Xiamen is 
Ieforming the fee collection system 
to eliminate arbitrary collections. 

Dalian Province is granting con- 
CesSsions to foreign firms investing 
in aquaculture. 

The implementation of these plans 
has bugs to work out，but 1local 
autonomy is viewed by the eco- 
nomic reformers in the PRC as one 
anSsweI to complaints. about the 
layers of bureaucracy in China. 

China's attempts .to keep pace 
with changes in the international 
business Scene has resulted in China 
producing 3a new generation of 
]awyers，according to Kevin Hob- 
good-Brown，an attorney with the 
]aw firm of Graham and James in 
SF. 

"There are Iany new lawyers pn 
China. Approximately 10 percent of 
the student body at Beijing Univer- 
sity is in law,”he said. 

"Many legal departments are Pre- 
sent in the System，in ministries 
and state-owned firms. The Chinese 
are learning to compete effectively 
and have a better appreciation for 
]awyers and the court System." 


ERAMEVWORK 

China is only now restoring much 
of the framework of the economic 
System totally overthrown during 
the Cultural Revolution. 

Economic legislation currently 
being Testructured includes laws on 
Sino-foreign joint pifojects，foreign 


trade， coOpyright and bookkeeping 
Statutes. 


Dealing through US law firms 
that have set up offices in China's 
major cities is One way to overcome 
Some of business difficulties， These 
firms are useful for both US and 
Chinese companies. 

"The Chinese firms do not have 
the familiarity with US laws or the 
workings of the companies,” said 
Anna Han，an attorney with SF's 
McCutchen，Doyle，Brown and Ener- 
Sen，the first US law firm in 
China. (EA[ 卫 8/20/87). 

"IThbhe idea of profit is not yet 
名 lly understood，mnor is there a 
thorough understanding of - such 
things as Shareholders and losses for 
tax purposes.” Han says Chinese 
lawyers arent yet able to take on 
foreign clients. 

China's need for more foreign 
capital has allowed US banks，such 
as .Bank of the Orient， which 
Tecently opened a fll-service 
branch in Xiamen (EL 卫 8/13/87)，to 
expand their services in China. 

Although 1limited primarily to 
Serving -US _ customers，Bank of the 
Orient can finance projects for its 
foreign clients. 


BANKING REFORMS 


Banking reforms in China are 
also allowing people in rural areas 
accesSs to loans with competitive 
interest rates and incentives for 
Saving._ The Bank of China，the 
state-0Owned bank，Frecently relaxed 
Testrictions and began allowing 
limited activities by Several newly- 
established state-owned banks. 


It is in the area of technical 
asSistance that many US firms have 
found an opening to China.，The 
Oakland-based Kaiser Engineers has 
formed and completed many joint 
Ventures with China's ministries. 

In 1980， Kaiser began an 
exchange program with the Metal- 
lurgical ministry and 13 Chinese 
engineers。 After a 90-day training 
period in Oakland，members of the 
Chinese delegation were Sent to 
projects 'throughout the US Kaiser 
used its contacts with the ministry 
to solidify other business Telation- 
ships in China. 

Kaiser projects in China，accord- 
ing to David Reaney，international 
business development manager for 
Kaiser，include a feasibility study 
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E Bay Area Firms Complain that China s 
Business Environment Still Stagnant 


with the Chinese Association of 
Environmental Protection Industries 
in Zhejiang Province，a consulting 
contract with the China National 
Technical Corporation in Shaanxi 
Province for a 2,000 ton-per-day 
cement plant，and a feasibility 
study with the Ministry of Coal in 
Yuxian Province for a coal gasifi- 
cation Plant. 

"Kaiser handles all of its own 
negotiations Using OUIT Own lawyers 
and technical teams,”said Reaney. 
The cement Plant in Shaanxi is 3 
Prototype for 1S identical plants to 
be completed by the Chinese in the 
next five years，he noted. 

It helps Kaisers Profitability 让 
the Projegct .has such far-reaching 
application to future contracts. "We 
must consider technical and com- 
mercial time， costs， equipment， 
letters of credit，and finally get 
around to discussing the price. Then 
evaluate it there is a profit,”he 
Said. 


LONG-TERM APPROACH 


One of the keys in doing business 
with China has to be a long-term 
approach. Both Sides .need Patience 
in this area. 

One Chinese American business- 
man who recently returned from 
China Spoke with exasperation 
about the shortsightedness of Chi- 
nese officials looking for the quick 
Profits Some Chinese are Teceiving 
under the new economic reforms. 

"One of the hotels in Beijing had 
an Occupancy Iate of only Six 
IOOmS out of 1,000 for a few days 
in February.。 Granted that is a bad 
month，but six out of 1000! 


The businessman tried to interest 
the Chinese in a tour package，bnut 
was astonished when he realized 
that the Chinese were more inter- 
ested in cash up front than a long- 
term ITelationship with Chinese 
American grOuPpS Overseas. 

Research and solid relationships 
Imay help businesses looking for 
Opportunities in China，but unless 
Chinese officials come to terms 
with irregularities and inconsisten- 
cies in the system，the near term 
future for trade is "trader beware."

Preference would. be reduced from 
64,800 to 21,600 Slots per year and 
applies to only unmarried brothers 
and Sisters of adult US citizens.

It is Unclear from the letter 
how eligibility would be changed.

Just making a_ living is a problem 
for newly-arrived Chinese American 
families，Often immigrant parents 
work long hours in Testaurants and 
garment factories， She points to a 


father "who works at a :restaurant 


and cant remember the last time he 
spent time with his children， 
because he gets off at 1 am each 
day and his o 任 days are Monday 
and Tuesday. 

“TIhey don't have enough energy 
left to spend time to communicate 


and understand what their .chil- 
dren are going through,”says Lee. 

Language ”Presents a barrier， 
according to Lee，because "parents 
often are unable to communicate 
with outside Systems，especially the 
School system.” Thus such parents 
cant Speak with school counselors 
Or Tead consent forms. 

For example parents will not sign 
3a consent form for a School dance， 
because "parents only know of the 
"bad things” associated with dances. 


LOVE NOT ENOUGH 


"Love is not enough. Good parent- 
ing Tequires Skill,” explained Lee. 
who is also chief program director 
of the psychiatric wards at San 
Francisco General Hospital.

Evelyn Lee working with us”said 

Katherine Chun，Pparent education 

Project coordinator with Chinatown 

Youth Center (CYC). The book was 
commissioned by CYC for use 训 
parent education workshops. 


Lee met with counseling groups， 
parents and teenagers in wiiting the 
book. “The teens were very excited 
about what we had to say to par- 
ents” She noted. 

The book will be published some- 
time this month。 Other agencies 
have inquired about the book，and 
Lee hopes it will eventually become 
available to Chinese immigrant 
parents throughout the country. 

Lee and the artist，Angela Chu 
created cartoons and anecdotes that 
Portray everyday Situations，such as 
cooking rice and playing mahjong， 
SO that Chinese families can more 
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easily relate to the book. 


She originally wrote the book in 
Chinese and then' translated it into 
English. "It combines Western Psy- 
chology with Chinese strengths. The 
uniqueness lies in that the book is 
not about raising purely American 
OF Chinese children.” 

A common occurrence among 
immigrant parents is to raise their 
children the way they were raised. 
"Chinese tend not to focus on posi- 
tive comments and rewards， While 让 
may work well in China，it doesnit 
WOIK well when kids see their peers 
and families on television，like the 
Cosby family ip which there's a lot 
of reward and encouragement.”One 
of the recommended principles is to 
Use ITeward and discipline effec- 
tively.
